gates of Great Britain, the United 
States and Japan today. 


It was officially announced that 


the American and British repre- 
sentatives had accepted the res- 
ervations embodied in the Japanese 
sanction of the Reed-Matsudaira 
compromise agreement 


Acceptance of the Japanese res- 


ervations 
makes 
a 
tri-partite 


treaty between the three major 
naval powers of the world a cer- 
tainty. If the security demands of 
France can now be satisfied, it 
is highly probable that a five-power 
disarmament treaty, the chief aim 
of the London naval conference, 
will materialize. 


MAKE RESERVATIONS 


The reservations set forth in the 


Japanese acceptance were techni- 
cal and regarded by British and 
American experts as not affecting 
the efficacy of the compromise 
agreement obtained here by Sena- 
tor David A. Reed, one of the 
leading membeio of the American 
delegation, and Isuneo Matsudaira", 
Japanese ambassador to England. 


One of the most notable fea- 


tures of the agreement is the de- 
cision to commence scrapping of 
battleships before the end of 1931 
Britain will scrap five, the United 
States three, and Japan, one. Pre- 
viously Japan had, held out for 
battleship scrapping- in 1934 m- 
etead of earlier. ~

Skirting complete col- 
lapse on several occasions the 
agreement between Britain, Amer- 
ica, and Japan is held to represent 
a step of prime importance in the 
interest of naval limitation and 
disarmament
